The high Bchool committee through

Chairmau Bock, submitted a report of
what is needed to furnish the higu school
properly, It was decided that 416 single
desifs were needed.

board room and strips of matting iu the
assembly room. Thero will be electric
lights in eight rooms aud both electricity
and gas in the laboratory.

The remainder of the furniture
will be that now in use iu the high
school and board rooms.

It was
announced also mj-j- l publicly that ail
who desired to taise part in the plot
should meet in a saloon oa Tejjn street
and enter with their right hand stuck in
the vest. According to Wilson's story,
Sheriff Bowers furnished to Deputy
Sneriff Quackenbosh tar, and Mrs. Quack-- e

ri bush prepared the fathers, ripp.ng
open a large pillow. Bowers, iu addi-
tion, ordered the release of the Cripple
Creek murderer and ordered him to fol-
low Deputy Sherili's Allen and Shellea-berge- r.

Deputy Sheriff Bob Mullins hired the
hacks from the two Cru alleys and order-
ed them to drive to the Alamo hotel, lie
paid them iu advance. Wilson headed
tho party which went into the Alamo
hotel, aud he confessed that he was the
man who po.ted the gun in Tarsney's
face as Tarsney came down to the office
to answer the telephone. Bancroft, Al-
len and Smith, were the other men iuthe
hotel office. Haxton, Bob Mullins aud
the others waited outside.

WiUon described the drive out to the
open prairie and said that the most hor-
rible threats were made against Tarsney.
He was told that he was being driven to
a place of execution, where he would be
tortured to death. His captors gleetullytold him they would tirrt quarter him
aud then chop off his head. Tarsuey
asked for his life, as a ay other man
would do under the circumstances.

On arriving at the place of torture,
Tarsney was dragged from the hack by
Allen, Bancroft and Wilson and told to
strip. When he was informed that his
life would be spared, he shook hands
with his persecutois and thanked them.

Wilson said that he got tar on las hands
that niht and so did Saxton, Bancroft,
Allen and the rest.

One result of Wilson's confession may
be the release of Jack J. .iuilins. Wilson
says that Mullins started into the con-
spiracy, but did not appear on the scene
at the appointed hour.

Tlie Xein Confirmed.
Chief of Police Armstrong confirms

the report that Wilson has male a full
confession as related in the .News. Wil-
son is a young man, the sen of a Missouri
farmer, at whose house he was capturedlast week. He was a deputy eheriff at
Colorado Springs, where he has resided
for several years. He left the city a day
or two after the outrage on the adjutant
general.

Gen. Tarsney hag identified him as tho
man wiio poke 1 a revolver in his face at
the Alain j hotel, who daubed the tar on
him and who led him from the scene of
tho outrage after tho other conspirators
departed.

Bowers Say It'

day: Joe It Wilson, tho Kl Paso couuty

Adjutant General Tarsney ia Missouri,
has made a full confession aud given to
Chief uf Police Armstrong the names of
all the men connected with the outrage
commuted in Colorado Springs a few
weeiia ago.

livery derail of the tar and feathers

affair is now in possession of tbe Denver
oiiicerj, and however high a position the
offenders may riold, they will ultimately
be br ugut to justice. Wilson's confes-
sion clearly ilius'iates one point: that is
that the crime was committed by the po-
litical eueimes of General Tarsney, and
that the criminals were not the outcasts
of the Bull llik army, but men of higher
standing in tlie community.

According tJ Wilson's story the men
eneaged in the disgraceful enterprisewere Sheriff Rowers, his deputy sheriff
Bob Mullins, (. aptaia Saxton of Troop A,
Serjeant Wiiliaru Bancroft or Troop A,

y Sherirl J. R. Wilson, Deputy
Q.iaekenljjsh, Sherman Crumley, Walter
Crumley, "Snorty"' Allen, Smith Shellen-berge- r,

aad perhaps one or two others,
including' a woman.

The po.ice now have three confessions,
those of Wilson, Parker and a prisoner
in the HI Paso jail, wiio is being held aa
a witness to a murder committed iu Crip-
ple Creek. These men will all be
brought before the grand jury now sit-

ting in Colorado Springs. Their evi-
dence has been corroborated and all of
the mystery ol the great case hi--s been

AX EDCCATOBV VIEWS.

fie Think Topek i Too Many School
Building.

One of the bead known educators ia
the state said to a Journal, reporter to-

day: "It is a matter of some comment
over the state that the public schools of
Topeka are not up to the high standard
they were three or four years ago. The
Topeka schools used to be models of
efficiency and discipline, aud while they
are yet ranked among tlie best iu the
west, I will tell you what 1 think is re-

sponsible for their degenerating, and I
have arrived at my conclusion after a
pretty thorough investigation.

"Topeka has too many schools. We
have about twenty distributed all over
town and six or eight would be plenty. I
have reference to big, many-roome- d

schools. Two iu North Topeka and half
a dozeu on this side would be all that are
needed. The only objection to this ;s
that in some parts of the city the chil-
dren would have to walk so far. But I
believe the walking does them good aud
they ought to do more of it. 1 he benelit
of such a school system ia very evident.
Instead of paying twenty principals,
there would only be half a dozen, aud
oue teacher could do the work of sev-
eral, and the janitor's expenses would bo
reduced to tho minimum. Fuel and light
woai i be lessened, aud out of all the re-

duced expenses there would bo more
mojiey to pay better teachers. I believe
tais to be the secret of the whole public
school question."

Teacher' Salnrie Kedurxl from Five

to Inn I'ef Cm lit.
The board of education voted unani-

mously last night to reduce the salaries
of the teachers. A cut of ten per cent
was ordered on all the employes of the
board except teachers receiving less than
$50 a inuutn, who are cut live per cent.
The cut applies to all janitors.

The only satisfaction the teachers can
get out of the reduction is that the mem-
bers expressed regret that tho cut had to
bo made.

Mr.. MacFarren said he had figured on
the tinances before moat of them were
aware of the threatened deticit, aud he
saw no other way out than a reduction of
salaries. The reduction was made, on
the recommendation of the finance com-

mittee, which is composed of Jesse Shaw,
Wdiiam MacFarren and J. II. Squires.

Chairman Shaw said: "Your commit-
tee has failed to liud any other way to
make both ends meet than a reduction
of salaries. 1 am authorized therefore to
recommend that ad salaries be cut 10

per cent except the teachers receiving
less than $50 a month, who shiil be re-

duced only 5 per cent. 1 wouli be glad
to move that ail teachers getting more
than $100 be cut 15 per cent, but we are
not tit liberty to cut niuia than 10 per
cent."
